, Cuts His Throat 


LEAVES HIS WIDOW PENNILESS 


G»vn Up Every Dollar He Had to 


Protect Depositors In His Bank and 


Languished Several Days In Jail 


Bufore Bond Was Secured. 


Nsw York, Nov. 27.—Howard Max- 


well, deposed president ot the Bor- 
ough Bank of. Brooklyn, ivho was un- 
der indictment for grand larceny and 
forgery and had been released from 
jail on, $30,000 bail, committed sui- 
cide*. 
He cut his throat and lett 


wrl-it -with a razor and penknife in the 
bath ot his home in Brooklyn and 
dleil at Long Island College hospital. 


Maxwell, who was locked up last 


Thursday, felt hl» humiliation keenly 
and during his Incarceration had ap 
pea cad hopelessly despondent. He had 
hoT'«ver, given no intimation that he 
contemplated making a,.'t>y -with'him 
sell. 


iMaxwell was released frim Ray 


moail street jail', where ho ncd boon 
held a prisoner since the throe indict 
meats charging him with mlsdolajjs 
In connaetion with the numagemen 
ot the suspended bank were returned 
Th.jre was some difficulty in obtain 
ing- ball and officers of. the jail re 
poi ted 
that 
Maxwell 
was preatl- 


brt'ken. For two days ho lay on bi 
beil and appeared to be oblivious t> 
BUI roundlngs. He declined to recelv 
visitors except his wife and counsel. 


Found by Servant. 


'When released Maxwell, In compan 


with his counsel, I. R. Oeland, waa 
driven to his residence, whoie be was 
grneted by his wife and little niece, 
Dorothy Doolittle. Maxwell spent the 
toienoon quietly at his home. In the 
afternoon ho announced hia Intention 
of taking a bath and going for a walk. 
•Shortly before 2 o'clock Hannah Scott, 
a colored maid, heard a sound as ot 
soraeone falling on the second floor. 
Hurrying upstairs she. discovered tho 
banker lying on the bathroom floor, 
half dressed, with gaping wounds In 
hi i throat and lett wrist. On a wash- 
at:md lay a razor and a penknife, with 
bl ides open at each end and both 
covered -with blood. As she turned to 
summon help the maid stepped upon 
a second rai-or, which lay hull opened 
in the hallway. 
Maxwell was con- 


scious =nd tried to articulate but 
failed to make himself understood. 


Dr. C. E. Brown, the family physi- 


cian, was summoned and be called 
IE -Dr. Horace Greely. The banker was 
blooding so profusely that It was de- 
cided to remove him to "Long Island 
College hospital, where nr. operation 
lor tracheotomy was performed. 


Dies Without Statement. 


The -windpipe was found to be near- 


ly severed and his left wrist was cut 
almost to the bone. 
Maxwell died 


within a short time after the opera- 
tion, soon after t'io psysicians began 
tit work over him the banker lapsed 
11 to unconsciousness and during the 
fuw and brief half lucid periods that 
followed he made no statement.
